AN IMPORTANT COLLECTION OF DOCUMENTS RELATING TO 


MARY, QUEEN OF SCOTS. 


BoTHWELL (James Hepburn, Earl of), Third husband of Mary, 
Queen of Scots. Document signed by him. Also signed by 
George, Lord Seton, William Lord Livingstone, James Lord 
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Somerville, Sir James Cockburn, Sir James Balfour and others. 
Dated from Jedburgh, 26 October, 1566, 1 p. folio 
*,.* This is a Deed entered into by Bothwell, and his sureties, to 
pay to Alexander Balfour of Dene mill the sum of four thousand 
merks on condition that the said Commendator sells the Earl 
the mills of Melrose. 

This Document is one of great and peculiar interest. To 
put down the disorders which had broken out on the Borders, 
Mary had ordered Bothwell to proceed into Liddesdale to take 
the more notorious offenders into custody and imprison them 
at Hermitage Castle until they could be brought before her 
at her Court, which she was to hold at Jedburgh. On October 
7, after an encounter with Jock Elliot of the Park, in which 
he was severely wounded, Bothwell was carried in a state of 
insensibility to Hermitage Castle. By the time Mary reached 
Jedburgh he was considerably recovered and after she had 
finished the more pressing business of the Court, on October 
16, she set out with some members of her Council, and rode 
from Jedburgh to Hermitage to pay him a visit. This famous 
visit was a groundwork for an elaborate slander by Buchanan. 
At her arrival at Jedburgh,’ he writes, “ she heard sure news 
of Bothwell’s life, yet her affection, impatient of delay, would 
not temper itself, but must need betray her outrageous love ; 
and in an inconvenient time of the year, despising all discom- 
modities of the way and weather, and all dangers of thieves, 
she betook herself headlong to her journey with a company 
such as no man of any honest degree would have ventured his 
life and goods among them.’’ Mary returned to Jedburgh on 
the evening of the same day, and on the day following became 
ill and showed symptoms of malignant typhus. Her condi- 
tion varied for some days, but an unfavourable change took 
place on the evening of the 25th, and every one despaired of 
her recovery. The attentions of her physician, Charles Nau, 
had for a time an improving effect, but on the morning of the 
26th she swooned and lay for dead. It was on this very day, 
the most momentous perhaps in his career, and when his 
future fortunes were in the balance, that Bothwell put his 
signature to this Document. 

The other four Autograph signatures appended to the 
Document are all of considerable interest. George, fifth Baron 
Seton, was Master of Queen Mary’s household and one of her 
most devoted adherents. He was one of her chief supporters 
at Carberry Hill, and assisted at her escape from Loch Leven. 

William, sixth Baron Livingstone, fought for Mary at 
Langside and accompanied her on her flight. He was one of 
the Queen’s Commissioners at the Conference of York in 1569, 
and retained her confidence to the last. 

James, sixth Baron Somerville, was one of the three who 
opposed “‘ the Confession of Faith’ in 1560. He adhered to 
the cause of Queen Mary and joined her forces at Hamilton 
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in May, 1568, with three hundred horsemen, and fought at 
their head at the Battle of Langside, where he was severely 
wounded. 

Sir James Cockburn of Scraling was mentioned in 1567 
before the Privy Council, as one of those suspected as impli- 
cated in the murder of Darnley and other crimes, and all 
persons were forbidden to make payment to him as Chamber- 
lain or Collector. 

The paragraph appended to the Deed is signed by the 
notorious Sir James Balfour of Pittendreich. Implicated in 
the Plot for the murder of Cardinal Beaton, he served in the 
galleys with John Knox, but soon after the return of Mary 
from France was appointed a Lord of Session. He is supposed 
to have been the chief mover in the murder of Darnley. 


282 Davison (William) Queen Elizabeth’s agent in Scotland. Docu- 
ment signed by him, 64 pp. folio, 1584 
This interesting Document sets out the expenses incurred 
by William Davison on his visit.to Scotland in 1584, as a 
special Ambassador from Queen Elizabeth to James VI. The 
first portion specifies the expenses of the journey from London 
to Edinburgh in April, and a further journey to Falkland 
Palace. The next division relates to a visit to the King at 
Falkland in July, followed by another in August, and a third 
to take leave of the King in September. The concluding 
division specifies the charges on the return journey from 
Edinburgh to Oatlands. While in England he travelled with 
twelve horses, but while in Scotland he required fourteen. 
William Davison was a noteworthy figure in the history of 
Mary, Queen of Scots, especially in connexion with her execu- 
tion. .He went to Scotland as Secretary to the English Am- 
bassador, Henry Killigrew, and remained in the Country for 
ten years. In 1583 he was again sent on a Diplomatic mission 
to Scotland to prevent a French Alliance, but soon demanded 
his recall. The Gowrie rising on Mary’s behalf, and the 
growing influence of the French party, necessitated his return 
to Scotland. From Berwick, in May, 1584, he reported at 
length on the complications of Scottish politics, and in June 
settled in Edinburgh. The present Document, which refers 
to this journey, shows that Davison was in Edinburgh before 
June. In 1586 he was appointed one of the members of the 
Commission appointed for the trial of the Queen of Scots, but 
he took no part in the proceedings and was not present when 
the Commissioners passed sentence of death on Mary at West- 
minster on October 25. In November the two Houses c. 
Parliament petitioned Elizabeth for Mary’s execution, and 
by her order Burghley prepared the Warrant and gave it to 
Davison to present to the Queen for signature. Concerning 
subsequent events there is considerable mystery. Davison, 
who was apparently much in Elizabeth’s confidence, and, with 
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Walsingham, the writer of the famous letter upbraiding Paulet 
and Drury for not murdering the Queen of Scots privately, 
was in possession of the Warrant for Mary’s execution for at 
least six weeks before it was signed. On Friday, February 3, 
1587, the Warrant was delivered, signed, to Beale, and the 
Queen was executed on the 8th. 

On learning of the execution, Elizabeth was vehemently 
indignant, and uttered violent threats against “‘ the man who 
had usurped her authority by putting the Queen of Scots to 
death without her knowledge or consent,’ and later she 
charged them with the whole and sole guilt of the death of 
the Queen of Scots without her knowledge and against her 
will. 

Davison, who became the scape-goat of his colleagues, was 
arrested and sent to the Tower. When tried before the Star 
Chamber for contempt he was acquitted of any evil intention, 
but was sentenced to pay a fine of ten thousand marks and to 
be imprisoned during the Queen’s pleasure. By the influence 
of powerful friends he was set at liberty in 1589, but Elizabeth 
was still inexorable and would employ him no more.

This interesting letter written by his Secretary, but signed 
by the Bishop, is addresesd to the Papal Nuncio in Paris 
(Anselmo Dandino). In it the Bishop thanks him for the 
zeal which he had displayed in furthering his cause with the 
King, which had given the utmost satisfaction not only to 
himself but to his friends the Cardinals. He speaks of writing 
also to his own agent in Paris, who, however, is away taking a 
course of baths. He requests the Nuncio, should anything 
come to his knowledge, to acquaint the King, in order that the 
Bishop’s suit may be furthered, a result much desired by his 
Holiness the Pope, who has approved of the letter sent by 
the Nuncio. In conclusion, the Bishop expresses readiness 
to be of service at any time. In a postscript he adds that he 
hopes to visit Paris in a few days’ time, when he will be able 
to thank the Nuncio more fully for the favour received. 


The letter is addressed to the Papal Nuncio at Paris, and 
bears the Bishop’s seal with the Lesley arms, “ Argent, on a 
bend azure three buckles or.”’ 

In: 1560"Bishep Lesley secretly.printed “A: defence of the 
honour of the right highe, mightye and noble Princesse Marie 
Queene of Scotlande and Dowager of France.”’

This letter states that the Bishop of Ross had appealed to 
the Pope begging to have his business with the French Court 
recommended to the new Nuncio, Dandini, for proper repre- 
sentation on his arrival. The Ecclesiastic to whom the letter is 
addressed is requested to recommend him in accordance with 
the Pope’s wish so that he may receive either his Pension of two 
thousand francs or else a Benefice which had been promised 
him in a Royal brief. (A. copy ofthe Brief. was later 
forwarded to Dandini.) 

This and the Documents following, being without any signa- 
tures, were perhaps intended as secret instructions from the 
Vatican.

This is a Papal brief addressed to the Papal Nuncio, Anselmo 
Dandino, at the Court of France on behalf of the Bishop of 
Ross. It sets out the circumstances of the Bishop’s imprison- 
ment in England on account of his religion and his subsequent 
liberation and journey to France. There he was received by 
the King with great kindness and very great promises. He 
was granted a Pension of two thousand francs and the promise 
of a Benefice, but, owing to the continued troubles throughout 
the Kingdom, neither the Pension nor the Benefice had been 
provided. The Nuncio is therefore requested “ with those 
appropriate manners which distinguish you ”’ to press for the 
payment of the Pension or the investiture in some Benefice. 
By so doing he will comply with the wishes of the Pope from 
whom he will also receive direct orders for the conclusion of 
this business on account of which he has already sent other 
Briefs to the French Court, and will also oblige the writer.

This Document sets out that King Henry, being in Paris and 
wishing to remunerate the Bishop of Ross for his services to 
Mary, Queen of Scots, for whom he was Ambassador in England, 
and for the imprisonment, troubles and losses which he 
suffered in that Country, followed by exile from his native 
land, will confer upon him an annual Pension of two thousand 
francs, until a vacancy may occur of some Benefice with which 
he may be rewarded for his services. This is to satisfy an 
application made on the Bishop’s behalf both by his Holiness 
the Pope, and the Queen of Scotland, his sister-in-law. In 
witness whereof this Document has been signed Dy. the King 
himself and his Secretary of State, Brulart.

*.* The present is the Original certified transcript of the Original 
Document in the possession of D. James Gerard, Notary of the 
Papal Nuncio’s Court in Paris. 

In November, 1573, Mary wrote to Fenelon, the French 
Ambassador, directing him “to let the Bishop of Ross have 
five hundred crowns out of her Dower, as a mark of her grati- 
tude for his meritorious services, which she regretted not being 
able to reward as they deserved. She later wrote to her 
brother-in-law, Henry III, on the Bishop’s behalf, which 
resulted in the present grant of March, 1575. Writing to 
Henry from Sheffield on June 12, 1575, she said, “ I humbly 
kiss your hands for the goodness shown to the Bishop of Ross 
in favour of the services he has rendered me.” 

Henry’s promises were, however, not carried out, and the 
Bishop looked in vain for his pension or his benefice. The 
Pope made several applications on his behalf, and these three 
letters, one from the Bishop himself, sent with this transcript 
of the Original Grant in 1578 are evidence of a new attempt. 
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
